18.—While the American liner New York,
wastbound, wis motionless in n heavy
tog 400 miles easl of Ambross Lightship
eurly today, the Hamburg-Amerionn
liner Pretoria, dbound east, ran into it and
ripped & hole twelve feot high and thirty-
two feat long in Its port slde. The hole
in flush with the maln deck and is fif-
tesn feet above the water line. So great
was Lhe fores of the oolllsion that the
Preorin's anchor was torn from s bow
and laft hanging behind the gap that had
been torn in the New York. FPractloally
all of the passengers on board both mhips
wera asleep. Immedintely after the col-
lmon, the <ngines of both ships were
ordered full speed astern and pasiengers
eamea hurrving to the decks. 'The passen-
gers of the New York wers able to reach
over and touch the bow of the Pretoria
as It pulled away from Its dangerous po-
sitfon. There was no panic, Captain
Roberts and Chief Officer Turner were
both on the bridge at the time of the
vollision. They assured the rrightened
passongers, many of whom hurried to the
ptarboard side of the whip In anticipation
of a Met to the port side, thal Lhere wWas
no danger. Membera of the crew alao
went among the passengers and urged
tham (o be calm.

Fortunately the watch, whioh oocupled
the quarters behind that part of the ship
which was crushed In was on duty. FHad
tha ecolliston occurred whils this waich
was off duty, a number of lives would
probably have beon loat. The Pretoria
was less damaged by the collinion than
the New York. Beveral of the plates at
its bow were aprung and twisted,

After the passengers had been assured
that they were in no danger they began
to Iaugh and joke over the quesr cos-
tumes in which some of the travelers ap-
peared on deck. The passengers refunsed
to return to thelr cabing until daylight.
After it was determined that no serious
damage had Lesn done to elther of the
ships they proceeded on thelr way.
